Frromsure, Mass., May 10.--The. arrest 
of Francis E. Hayden for poisoning his sister 
oner was arrested by Officer Asahel Wheeler at 
1 o'clock this morning, atid arraigned in the 
Police Court at 9 A. M., ona complaint charg 
ing him with the murder of his sister by admin- 
istering white arsenic in her food and drink, 
He pleaded not guilty, and the examination 
was continued to May 19, The prisoner was 
committed to jail. . 

The circumstances of the death of Miss 
Hayden were very peculiar. On Friday even- 
ing, May 2, she complained of feeling sick and 
retired early. Dr. Jewett was summoned about 
8:30 P, M., and found the pulse nearly want- 
ing in the left arm, and very feeble in her right 
arm. The physician recommended warmth and 
stimulants, and instructed’ the attendants to 
watch the patient closely, and call him in ease 
of any change, About 12 o'clock. Dr. Jewett 
was hastily called, and at his suggestion Drs. 
Colony and Thompson were also summoned. 
On. arriving the physicians found Miss 
Hayden still conscious; and she said 
she was not suffering any pain, but she 
could not breathe. Death ensued afew minutes 
later. Medical Examiner E. P. Miller made an 


autopsy on the body of Miss Hayden on Sun-

WESTERN CROP PROSPECTS. 
—@—— 
ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK IN NEBRASKA AND 
MICHIGAN-—RAIN NEEDED. 

Omana, Neb., May 10.—Much anxiety has 
been felt for some days concerning the rainfall and 
the crop prospects. Special dispatches, to be pub- 
lished in the Republican to-morrow morning, show 


that in the eastern part of the State, especially in 
Saunders and Dodge Counties, the ground is very 


dry and rain is needed badly. The rainfall has 
steadily increased to the westward. In Colfax 
County there have been three rains in the last 10 
days; the crops are not suffering, although more 


rain would be desirable. In Platte County the rain- 
fail has been one to four inches. In Merrick Coun- 
ty, in the eastern portion, three inches of rain have 


fallen in the past four days. The ground is in s 
most excellent condition. In the western portion, 
three good rains have fallen in the past 10 days—all 
that is needed for the present. Farmers are san- 


guine. The wheat looks very well, In Hall County, 
three soaking rains have fallen in the past 10 days; 
everything a eneouragin In Buffalo, Kearney, 
Dawson, and Prelps Counties the weather has been 
wet for two weeks, with several days of steady, 
ulet rain. ‘Three or four inches have fallen. 
were never better. In Dawson County 
there has been abundance of rain, but not enough to 
interfere with the season’s work, In Lancoln Coun- 
ty, a part of the State given up mostly to cattle and 
very little agricultural work being done.

OF LIFE IN HACKENSACK. 

Frank Carter is a good-looking and intelligent 
young man who lives in Hackensack, N. J. He is 
about 21 years old, and his step-father, Mr. BE. K. 
Bird, is local editor of the Hackensack Republican. A 
year ago young Carter was appointed. station agent 
at Bogota, on the New-Jersey Midland Railroad, just 
across the river from Hackensack, at the vice-regal 
salary of $10 a month. Bogotaisa thriving little 
town of about three houses, including the station, 
and the station agent had instructions to remit his 
funds to head-quarters every day—when he had 
any funds to remit. Yesterday morning Carter 
left his step-father’s house in Hackensack at 6:25, 
and went to the Bogota station.

PATERNAL. GOVERNMENT. 


, One of ‘the most significant characteris- 
tics of that movement in American polities 
which has assumed the various phases of 
Grangerism, Greenbackism, and what, for 
want of a better name, -is known as Kear- 
neyism, is its tendency to increasethe scope 
of governmental interference in matters 
which properly belong to the domain of 
private business. The right of Congress to 
coin money and regulate its value is part of 
the fundamental’ law, but it would have 
made the authors of the Constitution stare 
to have been invited to afford the required 
facilities for making the country rich and 
prosperous by unlimited issues of stamped 
paper resting on nothing and payable in 
other issues of the same commodity. He is 
galled a friend of the people, in these days, 
twho sustains the expediency of making the 
United States Treasury the. one great 
bank of issue in the country; by the 
founders of our Government, he would have 
been considered a somewhat dangerous kind 
of ‘lunatic. , That inter-State lines of com- 
munication should have a certain distinct 
responsibility for the use of franchises, 
in} whose enjoyment they fare protected 
‘by: legislation, is an idea quite in 
harmony with the principles which guided 
the members of the Federal Convention, 
but it would have been as foreign to their 
@onception of the sphere of government to 
jhave atterspted .a minute regulation of 
a charges as it would been to 
the official representatives of the 
Waited States to assume the ownership and 
operation of the great railroads of the coun- 
try. The founders of the Republic re- 
garded the Federal. Government ‘as an 
agency for the performance of certain neces- 
sary functions which they took pains to de- 
fine with all the exactness of which their 
knowledge of the necessities of an unde- 
veloped country permitted, and which it 
was their obvious intention to restrict with-.

Such a government would be -as 
little republican—in the American sense, 
at least—as the disguised Socialism against 
which it isa protest. But the gravest dan- 
ger to free institutions which such extremes 
involve is that, instead of neutralizing each 
other's influence, they have a fatal facility 
for coming together.. A paternal despotism 
is the common goal alike of the demagogue 
of the sand lots and the Bonanza prinée. 
The California farmer seems to have as ob- 
stinate a misapprehension of the scope of 
government as ever was entertained by the 
French peasant, while the intelligent, self- 
respecting middle class, which is the natu- 
ral bulwark. of institutions like ours, has 
been kept down by the double presence of

At the time of the anniversary of the day 
on which it is supposed or assumed that 
SHAKESPEARE was born, the readers of Tue 
Traces had the opportunity of learning quite as 
much about it, we are sure, as they desired to 
kuiow.

Neither Porz nor 
Jounson, for example, gained any honor, or did 
the world any service, by editing and comment- 
ing upon the works of SHakESPEARE.

INDIVIDUALISM IN AMERIOAD LIFE. 


There have always been persons who, like the 
rebellious Jews, have boasted of doing just as 
they please, without caring for authority, and 
in certain stages of culture and ° civilization 
there have been classes of thinkers like the old 
Stoics, who built their system of philosophy most- 
ly upon self-control, and tried to have it appear 
that the world is very much what we choose to 
make of it in our individual thought and will. 
But never, apparently, until our time did a na- 
tion start with the dominant theory that 
the individual isthe ruling power, and that 
laws, literature, art, manners, morals, and re- 
ligion are to wait upon private opinion, and 
that the atoms are to organize the géneral life, 
instead of being organized by it, : 

Our American: people, indeed, have never 
gone practically upon this theory; and in the 
great movements, first for the existente and 
afterward for the preservation of the nation, 
they have followed great instincts and tradi- 
tions that beléng to their birthright, their 
blood, and their civilization. Yet it is none 
the less trye_ that leading thinkers of the old 
time and the new have tried to build our policy 
and our life upon individual opinion and pur- 
pose, and to make light of the continuous and 
combined ideas and forces that run in the life 
of nations and mane the heart-beat of history. 
Rovssgav is tne name that stands pre-eminently 
for this folly among modern theorists, and, our 
JEFFERSON started in his career with notionsal- 
most as absurd as those of the author of the 
**SocialContract.” A class of men the very op- 
posite of Jeffersonian Democracy, the cultivated 
aristocratic Liberals of Massachusetts, fifty 
years afterward, under the lead of Cuannine, 
set forth very much the same view of human 
nature arid society in the sphere of ethics and 
religion ; and New-England transcendentalism, 
asimplied by Cuannine in 1826 and as ex- 

by Emerson when he resigned his Bos- 
ton pulpit in 1832, held up the light within 
each man as the absolute authority; and it has 


the understanders, the true lovers, say notmueh } gone on in various stages of: development, 


showing {ts consequences in the attack upon in- 
stitutions, the denial of creeds, and the dissolu- 
tion of churches. The persons and communi- 
ties among which this extreme individualism 
has appeared have been of remarkably exeel- 
lent descent, choice culture, high aspirations, 
and of course we are not to look to them for 
such laxities and extravagances as might up- 
pear in quarters ignorant, sensual, and debased. 
They have not broken up families, denied to 
any conspicuous extent the sanctity of marriage, 
or furnished examples of private misrule or civil 
dissension. Yet the state of New-England under 
transcendental influences has not been wholly 
celestial, and even Massachusetts, with all her 
splendid traditions and her noble culture, has 
presented some social evils which her less 
boastful sisters may well pity; ‘and she has 
shown some signs of social disorganization and 
decline that move conservative statesmen and 
moralists to suggest that the strength of the 
State depends more upon the order of the fam- 
ily, the purity of the home, and the sanctity 
of marriage than certain ideal enthusiasts for 
unfettered Itberty are in the habit of teaching. 
If we look at less serious aspects of society, and 
consider the flippancy, irreverence, self-will, 
and contempt of all regular discipline which 
have grown out of the reign of individualism, 
the view is not wholly cheering ; and a moralist 
who suggests that New-England might gain 
not a little by holding « little more to the 
usages of Old England as to household disci- 
pline and parental authority will not be called 
an old fogy by all thinkers’ who deserve the 
name of Liberal, 

Perhaps elsewhere than in New-England the 
fruits of. her individualism have appeared most 
conspicuously, and they have’ gone to seed in 
certain parts of the West, while in the South 
the notion of personal self-sufficiency . has 
struck more to the hand than to the brain, and 
they have told more in the fist and pistol than 
in ballot# and speeches. Here in this City we 
have had in coarse clothes and in fine clothes 
our specimens of free thinking and free acting ; 
yet, on the whole, this New-York is given to 
conservative order and to organic methods, 
and even those of our fellow-citizens who have 
nominally represented the new liberalism in 
faita and ethics have been conspicuous exam-, 
ples of practical moderation, The churches 
that Cauannine virtually founded here in 1819, 
when he and Epwarp Evurerr acted together 
as fellow-clergymen, have been remarkably free 
from all extravagances of opinion and policy, 
and the gifted preacher who carried his liberal 
religion to the extreme limit, and went 
out from the fellowship of Cxanyine 
to the pulpit. of his independent society, 
retained his careful taste, his scholarly 
preparation, and his ethical tradition, and after 
his years of distinguished service he has re- 
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spire the dramatist ; our audiences are refined 

and polite, but they take: but a meagre interest 
in true and elevated art. ‘They are willing and 
éager to be amused; they are not willing to 
think or to feel profouridly. The season which 
is soon to close in this City has proved in the 
most unmistakable manner that, while the pub- 
lic tone is healthy and honest, itis also singu- 
larly superficial and unambitious; in a word, it 
is utterly and wholly prosaic. Until the poetry 
of the drama is loved and encouraged upon our 
stage, no great and controlling impetus can be 
given to native dramatic art; for the poetry of 
the drama signifies, not merely popular enter- 

tainment, but also. ideas, creativeness, individ- 
uality, originality. 

When s playwright steals nowadays, he de- 
fends himself on the ground that dramatists 
have always been thieves in one sénse; he will 
assure you: that the ancients were in this re- 
spect quite as unscrupulous as the moderns. 

After citing Zscxyivus, Sopxocuss, and Euri- 
Pipgs, he will turn triumphantly to PLautus 
and TgkeNncz; then, passing down the ages, he 
will allude complacently to SHakESPEARE, 
CornEILia, Ractnzs, Mouteee, and Vouratrs ; 
he will not neglect to speak of the Queen Anne 
writers, and he will justify himself in the pres- 
ent by holding up the names of Tom Tartor 
and Dion BovorcauLr. His argument is cer- 
tainly a pretentious one ; let us. examine it by 
the light of truth. If we go back to Greek lit- 
erature, we will find that the great dramatic 
authors whose splendid names are enrolled in 
that magnificent body of thought and imagina- 
tion, were, in the highest sense of the term, 

original men, creators; they invented and con- 

ceived, so far.as invention and conception:en- 
tered into the labor of composition ; they never 
copied and they never imitated. They built 
their dramas upon the mythology and the tra- 


ditions of their country, and stamped their: 


work with the unalterable seal of individual 
power. Thus the three great tragic poets of 
Greece wrote each a play upon the same sub- 
ject—the murder of Agamemnon by his wife, 
Clytemnestra, arid her cowardly lover; the chil- 
dren of Agamemnon, Orestes and Electra, felt 
themselves inspired to revenge the murder, 
and this action of vengeance was the dramatic 
motive of the story. ‘Upon such a general 
basis AiscHyLvus composed his ‘* Oho§phorm,” 
Sormocies his ‘‘ Electra,” and Eurprpes his 
“ Electra.” In vague design, the three trage- 
dies resemble each other ; in spirit and work- 
manship, in conception and execution, they are 
as unlike asany three dramas that were ever 
written. Sopnocuzs did not imitate his prede- 
cessor, nor did Eurrpmes imitate the other 
two. Each set out to accomplish something 
original, and each was successful in this effort, 
Again, what are the three great names among 
ancient writers of comedy? They are plainly 
ARISTOPHANES, Menanper, and Pai.Emon, all 
three creators and originators. As to PLavtus 
and Terence, despite their great talents, they 
were merely adapters, translators, and imita- 
tors, and no one. with the slightest knowledge 
of literary history would pretend to put for- 
ward their names in extenuation of dishonest 
practices. PLavutus wrote about twenty plays, 
Tzrenog, six; all of these were borrowed from 
Greek originals. The two Roman playwrights 
were perfectly frank in their dealings, and did 
not pretend to have any right in the materials 
thusacquired. In his prologue to ‘*The Treasure,” 
Piavtus declared that Patremon was author 
of the work, and that he had merely translated 
it into the barbatian language, otherwise Latin. 
TERENCE avowed with equal honesty his inten- 
tionsasa playwright; he never strove to be 
othemtban an intelligent and devoted imitator 
of the Greeks. Yet both, Pravrus and Tee- 
ENOB, Were poets of strength and originality, 
and their modesty should not mislead us to un- 
derrate their fixie natural gifts. It is significant, 
however, that these dramatists, many. of whose 
works have come down to us intact, hold a 
vastly inferior position to that accorded to Mz- 
NANDER, only a few ‘fragments of whose works 
we possess. The fact is that Menanver was a 
creator; Puautus and TERENCE were sdapt- 
ers, and our chief solicitude in examining their 
labors is to discover as far as possible something 
pos hy ey bates light upon the genius of the 


It is not so easy to speak of the moderns, for

as well as of fervent poetic activity—have not 
been adapters and mechanical constructors. 
The Tom Taylors and the Boucicaults have 
done much to pervert honest dealings; but 
they should not on that account be emulated. 
‘Heaven forbid! The age which has pro- 
duced them has also produced. the 
most severely honest playwrights of 
any age. What of Detaviens, the two Dv- 
Mas, Lesrun, Leaouve, Victor Hvuao, Le- 
MERCIER, Pousarp, Sarpou, Scrmz, Soumert, 
De Bonnier? Have any of these representa 
tive men subscribed to the doctrines preached 
by Mr. Bovctcavur and his disciples? What of 
SHERIDAN Kwowxes, the author of “The 
Cenci,” Sir Hewry Tayioz, Rosert Brown- 
ing, Bepposs, Trenxyson, Swirsurgns, Git- 
Bert, Witts, and the others? It may be 
safely assumed from all that has been said, not 
that's dramatist has the right to use as he will 
the accumulated materials of past years, but 
that his sole-duty is tocreate and to individu- 
alize. Crooked methods, employed for the 
ephemeral amusement ef a thoughtless public, 
will find no real countenance either in nistory 
or-in the present. Our coming American 
dramatists must appreciate this truth, other- 
wise they will not accomplish their great ob- 
ject—to do something worthy of . themselves 
and their country. Therecent discussion in 
London about ‘new and original plays,” has 


effectually exploded some of the vicious theo- 


ties which had been current there. It was par- 
Ucularly useful in establishing one truth, name- 
ly, that the mistakes of the past do not palliate 
the offenses of the present.

DISAFFECTION IN THR Rk USSIAN 
ARMY. 

When A?TTILA displayed to his Huns a 
drawn sword as the seceptre wherewith he 
meant to rule them and the world st large, he 
unconsciously symbolized oue of the deepest 
truths in history, viz.,; that a despot must gov- 
ern by the sword or not at all, and that abso- 
lute: monarchies and vast standing armies are 
the necessary complement of each other. The 
Roman C.asars, free to commit every outrage 
while their legions remained faithful, fell the 
moment some Pavia or Martinez Campos of the 
period made his pronunciamento. in favor of a 
new ruler... Lord StrRarrorD, the most zealous 
of all champions of ‘‘ the right divine of Kings 
to govern wrong,” schemed to make CHARLES 
I. all-powerful by an overwhelming’ military 
establishment, which, ostensibly raised to crush 
Irish disaffection, was really meant to destroy 
English. liberty. Louis NaPoLgon was scared 
into the war that overturned his throne by the 
26,000 “‘nays” which his soldiers cast into the 
urns of the plebiscite. The thrones of Russia 
and Austria are propped by bayonets, and must 
fall as soon as the holders of those bayonets 
begin to think for themselves. 

Ofthe two great military Empires, Russ‘s 
might be held the more secure, as possessing a 
homogeneous population in place of the jarring 
mass of diverse nationalities painfully held 
together by her neighbor. But her security is 
more apparent than real:. The safeguard of the 
ruler of a standing army ‘lies in this, that 
whereas the citizen-soldier thinks and feels 
with his fellow-citizens, the professional soldier 
thinks and feels with his fellow-soldiers, and 
with the master who pays them... But the Rus- 
sian, despite his perfect discipline, is more of a 


citizen-soldier than any other man in Europe, 


He has no ambition, and little esprit de corps, 
He is always glad to get home again, to see his 
friends, to sit by his own fireside. Should such 
amanonce imbibe the idea that his fellow- 
peasants are being oppressed, and that the 
Army to which he’ belongs is the instrument of 
their oppression, his native instinct of loyalty 
would be rudely shaken. 

Into an Army of this kind the spirit of disaf- 
fection has now begun to penetrate. When 
two foot-regiments and a brigade of artillery” 
lose nearly all their officers by arrest, it isa 
sinister omen, a Russian Army being more 
dependent upon its officers than any other of 
our day. A similar peril threatened England 
acentury ago, when the chief officers of the 
Anglo-Indian Army, indignant at Lord Cirve’s 
sweeping reforms, tendered theirresignation in 
abody. Oxtve met.the emergency by giving 
commissions to nén-commissioned officers: and 
even civilians ; and the fidelity of the Sepoys, 
together with the perfect peacefulness of India 
at the time, enabled him to tide over the 
perilous crisis. But remedies that suffice. in 
peace are apt tofailinwar. Had the present 
disorganization of the Russian Army occurred 
when it was facing Osman Pasha at: Plevna, 
and had the soldiers as well as the officers been 
leavened with the new doctrine, what would 
the result have been!
